It was a dreary and cold 
morning but the sun began to 
poke out from behind the 
clouds as about 40 supporters 
gathered to plant the 8th 
Daffodil Garden of Hope in 
front the community centre 
Saturday. 

"We’re all just living with 
hope,” Sheila Hirsch told the 
crowd before people spread 
out to begin planting the 
4,000 daffodil bulbs in sup¬ 
port of family members with 
cancer and in memory of 
those who have lost the bat¬ 
tle. 

A survivor of cancer her¬ 
self, Hirsch said it is impor¬ 
tant to create something 
beautiful for future genera- 

But more importantly, the 
gardens are meant to repre¬ 
sent hope for families living 
with cancer.

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“These gardens will be 
enjoyed for many years to 
come. The daffodils will 
come up each year with every 
generation and they will still 
be here when most of us are 

In honour of the 1812 
Bicentennial and its celebra¬ 
tions, the opening of the gar¬ 
den in the spring will see 
both American and 
Canadians at the ribbon¬ 
cutting ceremony. 

"It’s going to be 50 per 
cent Canadians on one side 
of the ribbon and 50 per cent 
Americans on the other side 
when we finally cut the rib¬ 
bon during the opening cer¬ 
emony.” 

This is an opportunity to 
show everyone that cancer 
can knock on anyone's door 
at any time, Hirsch said. 

"No matter race, colour or 
person, cancer knows no 
boundaries.”

As she reached down into 
the ground to plant her 
bulbs, Hirsch said she was 
happy about the turn-out of 


people who came to the 
planting —she said the 
morning had been the cold¬ 
est for any garden of hope 
planting yet. 

“Even though it’s cold, wet 
and windy we still have peo¬ 
ple coming out and support¬ 
ing us.” 

For the last eight years, 
people who have lost loved 
ones to cancer or are cur¬ 
rently dealing with it, keep 
coming out to plant daffodils 
for the hope that one day a 
cure can be found. 

“We see families coming 
back year after year. Even 
with all of the sadness it’s 
good to see something so 
positive come out of it.” 

With the creation of eight 
beautiful gardens around 
town, Hirsch is looking for 
someone to pass the torch to 
as an organizer of the 
Daffodil Gardens of Hope for 
next year.

REGULATIONS UPDATE 

Development, Interference with Wetlands and Alterations to Shorelines 
and Watercourses Regulation (Ontario Regulation 155/06) 


In 2007, as part of the provincial government's Open for Business initiative, the Province established 
the Conservation Authority Liaison Committee (CALC). The CALC included representation from the 
building industry, agricultural organizations, municipalities, and environmental organizations. 

Due to feedback through CALC, it became evident to the provincial government, that amendments to 
both the Conservation Authorities Act and the Section 28 Regulations were required so Conservation 
Authorities would be better able to serve their clients more efficiently. 

The next step in this reform process is for each Authority to draft conforming amendments. In the 
Niagara Peninsula Conservation Authority’s case this means an update to its own Section 28 
Regulation, being Ontario Regulation 155/06. 

It is important to note that these amendments are intended to be of an administrative and 
housekeeping nature and do not expand any regulatory authority or jurisdictional area of the 
Niagara Peninsula Conservation Authority (NPCA). 

The proposed Regulations Update is available for public review Monday to Friday from 9:00 am 
to 4:00 pm until October 28th. 2011 at Niagara Peninsula Conservation Authority Administration 
Office located at 250 Thorold Road West, 3rd Floor, Welland, ON L3C 3W2. The document may

Hirsch has been orga¬ 
nizing the gardens with 
Jean Cochrane for the 
past eight years — 
although she hopes 
someone will take the 
reigns, Hirsch said she 
will always play a role in 


the gardens in some 
capacity. 

"Jean has been my 
right hand in organizing 
the gardens and raising 
all of the money needed 
to make them happen, 
but I want to take on a 
more supportive role.” 

Standing with a buck¬ 
et of bulbs in hand and 
herfamilyintow, Darlene 
Hoadley ventured out on 
the cold rainy morning 
to honour the memory of 
her husband Rich, who 
recently passed away. 

"We’re here on behalf 
of Rich, " Darlene said, 
while she kneeled down 
to place a bulb in the 
ground. 

“We’re here for hope 
and to keep that hope 
going with the little kids. 
There was nothing that 
could help my husband 
but maybe people in the 
future will have what 
they need to survive 


because of things like the 
garden." 

Judith Pritchard 
brought her six-year-old 
grandson Everett along 
to plant bulbs in the gar¬ 
den to teach him about 
the impact of cancer in 
the community. 

Pritchard said even 
though her family fortu¬ 
nately hasn't been 
touched by cancer, there 
are many in the commu¬ 
nity who have batded it. 

The grandmother said 
she hopes to teach 
Everett about the effects 
of cancer and to support 
people in the communi¬ 
ty- 

Pritchard has watched 
as the gardens have been 
planted and she wanted 
her family to be a part of 
it all. “We’re here 
because we care about 
the community and we 
will be able to see the 
flowers in the spring.”

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Council begins budget planning and looking ahead ten years

Councillors have agreed 
to cap any municipal tax 
increase for 2012 at 1.6 per 
cent, as staff begins the pro¬ 
cess of formulating a budget 
for next year. 

And while they’re putting 
a budget together, staff will 
look at capital costs over the 
next 10 years. 

The preparation of the 
Town’s annual budget is the 


most important activity the 
municipality undertakes 
each year — this year’s bud¬ 
get with the projected fore¬ 
cast for the next 10 years is 
expected to be completed by 
lanuary as part of a timeline 
councilors were given 
Monday. 

The 1.6 per cent increase 
is just a "ceiling,” says trea¬ 
surer Brenda Garrett. 

"It can't exceed that, but it 
could be lower than that.” 

In 2010, the municipal net 
levy was $7,416,545 — this 


was a 1.55 per cent increase 
from 2010, when the town’s 
levy was $7,303,440. 

But thanks to an increase 
in property values—the aver¬ 
age assessment, according 
to MPAC, was $308,5000 in 
2011, up from $306,000 for 
2010—and increased tax 
revenue from new building, 
this increase translated into 
a 4.77 per cent decrease of 
the Town’s levy for NOTL 
taxpayers. 

When finalized, the bud¬ 
get establishes the Town’s 


save energy-

municipal levy which is used 
to calculate tax rates for the 
community and to generate 
tax revenues. 

Residents will have an 
idea of the impact of the 
municipal portion of prop¬ 
erty taxes on the average 
assessment for 2012 in 
December, when the pro¬ 
posed capital and operating 
budgets are presented to 
council, with a finalized fig¬ 
ure in January. 

In a perfect world, said 
Garrett, the regional budget 
and its impact on taxpayers 
would be presented at the 
same time, but in the past 
the region has taken more 


time to finalize its numbers. 

“It would be great if the 
two could be reported in 
tandem, but if not, there 
would likely be a taxpayers 
report to follow,” she said. 

Councillor Andrea Kaiser 
said she supports following 
the timelines as set out by 
staff to have an idea not only 
about 2012 but the next 10 

"It’s good to know where 
we are headed in our plans.” 

The goal of the 10-year 
forecast is to assist with long¬ 
term spending and to help 
manage financial needs for 
future projects for the Town.

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Changes to be made to bed and breakfast bylaw for licence renewal

Business owners won't 
need inspections from a 
bylaw officer and the fire 
department in the second 
year of a lease agreement. 

Bed and Breakfasts with 
three rooms or less must 
obtain a licence to continue 
operating —licences that 
are valid for a two-year peri¬ 


od. 

Previously, a B&B must 
have an inspection com¬ 
pleted by both a bylaw 
enforcement officer and an 
officer from the fire depart- 

A change to the bylaw is 
being considered that would 
allow both officers to com¬ 
plete inspections every two 
years upon the licence 
renewal period instead of 
inspections annually. 

An inspection can occur 


before that time if there is a 
complaint about a property, 
said Will Walker, director of 
community and develop¬ 
ment services. 

This change in the bylaw 
will also cover cottage rent¬ 
als and vacation apartment 
rentals. 

Representatives from the 
fire, bylaw enforcement and 
clerk’s departments have 
met over the past few 
months to review the inspec¬ 
tion policies for bed and 


breakfasts and to improve 
staff efficiency and custom¬ 
er service. 

Traditionally, the bylaw 
enforcement officer would 
inspect a property to meet a 
set of standards such as hav¬ 
ing proper licencing, and 
making sure the property 
follows sign, fence, zoning 
and pool bylaws. 

A fire prevention officer 
is responsible for making 
sure properties have proper 
entrances and exits as out¬ 


lined in the fire code. 

A fire inspection also 
makes sure a property has 
smoke alarms and fire extin¬ 
guishers in good working 
condition. 

Walker said the change 
in the bylaw would help 
resolve any conflicts for B&B 
owners and will make the 
process for applications 

Lord Mayor David Eke 
was concerned about the 
fire department not inspect¬ 


ing a property in the second 
year of the license agree- 

“Do we have any docu¬ 
ments that support the sec¬ 
ond year has not found any 
changes?" 

Walker told the mayor 
inspections of properties in 
the second year of a licence 
renewal were an extra pre¬ 
caution which is unneces¬ 
sary. “It’s a well-established 
tradition these things don’t 
change that much."

Lots to be thankful for 
this Thanksgiving weekend 


With Thanksgiving thisweekend, 
there is so much to be grateful for 
— including our volunteer fire¬ 
fighters who go out into the com¬ 
munity and risk their lives. 

To say thank you, support our 
firefighters during Fire Prevention 
Week from Oct. 9 to 15. 

Thisyear's theme is "Protect Your 
Family from Fire." 

Events focusing on safe cooking, 
the importance of smoke alarms 
and home fire escape are scheduled 
all week to remind people to take 
responsibility for fire safety in their 
homes. 

There have been recent studies 
which show fires are growing big¬ 
ger and moving faster because of 
the amount of man-made products 
people are putting in their homes. 

These common items which cre¬ 
ate larger fires include upholstered 
furniture, carpeting, plastic and 

According to the Office of the 
Fire Marshal, it can take less than 
three minutes for every surface in a 


room to ignite in flames. 

There are statistics which show 
the leading cause of house fires in 
Ontario is unattended cooking. 

It's important to always stay in 
the kitchen when cooking. Lives 
may depend on it. 

It’s the law in Ontario to have 
working smoke alarms on every sto¬ 
rey of the home and outside all 
sleeping areas. 

Thefire service also recommends 
installing smoke alarms inside bed¬ 
rooms. 

Think of smoke alarms as seat 
belts for the home. 

While everyone hopes they’ll 
never need them, they will be grate¬ 
ful to having a working smoke alarm 
if a fire ever occurs. 

Taking responsibility for a fami¬ 
ly’s safety is important every day of 
the year. 

Thisweek, duringFire Prevention 
Week, take some extra time to 
ensure smoke alarms are working 
and practise a home fire escape 
plan.

Library hosts a lively, 
well-attended discussion 
group called Famous and 
Infamous once a month 
on a Wednesday after¬ 
noon. And, there is the 
very popular InfoHealth 
program which now incor¬ 
porates presentation, dis¬ 
cussion and internet fol¬ 
low-up in the computer 
lab.

Members of the Niagara 
Foundation planned to 
supervise the transfer of an 
almost 200-year-old ceme¬ 
tery marker from the St. 
Davids United Church ceme¬ 
tery to the foyer of the church, 
to protect it against the 
weather and further deterio- 


cemetery committee, says 
the stone is in danger of split¬ 
ting apart, and it was deter¬ 
mined that the best way to 
save it was to protect it from 
the further extremes of 
Canadian weather. They 
hoped to have it moved 
indoors this week. 

The tombstone belongs to 
Maria Woodruff DeVeaux, 
the third child of Ezekiel and 
Sarah Hall Woodruff. She was 
bom in Connecticut in 1786, 
and setded with her family in 
the St. Davids area in the 
mid-1790s. 

She married Samuel 
DeVeaux during the War of 
1812, and settled in LeRoy, 
New York, where he was a 
store owner and postmaster. 

Maria died in 1815 and 


buried in New York, her 
grave identified by the sand¬ 
stone marker. 

Samuel returned to St. 
Davids and married Sarah, 
Maria's older sister, and a 
widow. The couple relocated 
to Niagara Falls, NY, where he 
was appointed a judge, and 
helped organize two church¬ 
es before dying from cholera 
in 1852. By then one of the 
wealthiest men in Niagara, 
he was buried in the Woodruff 
family plot in St. Davids. In 


his will he left an endowment 
of $175,000 toward the estab¬ 
lishment of DeVeaux College 
in New York, which carried 
out its mandate of educating 
destitute children until 1972, 
when most of its property 
was absorbed by Niagara 
University. Sarah died 12 
years later and was buried in 
St. Davids next to Samuel. 

In the early 1960s, the col¬ 
lege faculty decided the 
remains of Maria and her 
tombstone should be moved 


St. Davids as well, and s 
on May 11,1963, her remains 
were re-interred in the 
Woodruff family plot and the 
original tombstone set in 
place, attended by 14 descen- 
dents of the Woodruff family. 

Glen Smith, a member of 
the Niagara Foundation cem¬ 
etery committee, has done 
an inventory of the cemeter¬ 
ies in NOTL and discovered 
this tombstone, along with a 
list of others, needing resto- 


With beautiful, intricate 
carvings, it represents a 
superb example of early 
tombstone art, says Dr. 
Merritt. 

The project has been 
funded by donations of the 
Niagara Community 
Foundation and John Walker, 
with the co-operation of the 
church congregation and 
Gail Woodruff, who provided 
the genealogical information 
on the Woodruff family, said 
Dr. Merritt.

Homeowners in Niagara- 
on-the-Green will hope¬ 
fully have fewer headaches 
when the Town begins 
implementing measures to 
control on-street parking. 

Residents have expressed 
their concerns to the 
Niagara-on-the-Green Task 
Force about Niagara 
College students parking 
their cars in the subdivi¬ 
sion to avoid paying for 


parking at the college’s 
campus — because of the 
extra traffic, residents are 
finding it difficult to find 
parking spaces for their 
vehicles, Councillor Jim 
Collard said. 

In response to this con¬ 
cern, the task force con¬ 
ducted a survey of residents 
and split the subdivision in 
two phases — phase one 
consists of residents living 
on all three legs of Cole 
Cresent, Robertson Road 
and Stevens Drive. Phase 
two consists of Niagara-on- 
the-Green Boulevard and 
bothlegs ofWright Crescent 
and Young Crescent. 

The result of the study 
will see parking restrictions 
on Cole, Stevens and 
Robinson Streets. 

“The parking regime in 
place will change on both 
Cole and Stevens insofar as 
from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. there 
will be parking restrictions 
during die school year from 


Collard said. 

“Residents will be able to 
park on these streets once 
they acquire a permit." 

The councillor said park¬ 
ing restrictions will be on a 
case-by-case basis which 
means residents on each 
street will have input on 
what parking restrictions 
want done on their street. 

"Robertson Street wants 
restrictions on parking all 
year, so only residents will 
be able to park on the 


were brought about by the 
large response of residents 
living in phase one who 
responded to the survey, 
said Collard.

survey circulated by the 
task force. However, out of 
99 households on both legs 
of Wright Crescent and 
Young Crescent 63 house¬ 
holds in phase two didn’t 
respond to the survey. 

Out of 30 homes on 
Niagara-on-the-Green 
Boulevard, 15 didn't 
respond. 

Collard said it will take 
time before the restrictions 
are set in motion and resi¬ 
dents start to notice a dif¬ 
ference. 

“Niagara-on-the-Green 
is a big subdivision and the 
kids from Niagara College 
don’t want to pay for park¬ 
ing which has been caus¬ 
ing a lot of problems for 
residents in phase one." 

Collard said these chang¬ 
es may cause students to 
move back further into 
phase two. 

All of the homes in both 
areas of the subdivision 
will be surveyed again once 


parking restrictions have 
been implemented to 
determine their effective¬ 
ness and to decide whether 
or not additional parking 
restrictions are needed. 

Once it has been 
approved by council, 25 
parking control signs will 
be installed with an esti¬ 
mated costof$6,250, which 
will be paid for by the roads 
department operating bud¬ 
get. 

The cost of these signs 
has not been included in 
the 2011 capital or operat¬ 
ing budget. 

To cover the cost of a 
permit system and creating 
counterfeit-resistant 
rearview mirror hanger 
tags, the permits will cost 
$20 each. 

At one permit per house¬ 
hold, a maximum of 129 
permits would be issued 
for Cole Crescent, 
Robertson Road and 
Stevens Drive.

Recruitment and reten¬ 
tion are among the chal¬ 
lenges facing volunteer fire 
services everywhere. Some 
new approaches need to 
be brought to the table to 
recruit new members. 

Public education and 
open houses provide effec¬ 
tive recruitment tools. 
Nothing is more exciting 


than seeing firefighters 
who are good at their jobs 
displaying their abilities, 
and it encourages citizens 
young and old to get 
involved with their local 
department. 

These events are rela¬ 
tively inexpensive to orga¬ 
nize and will build excite¬ 
ment not only within the 
community but also within 
the fire department, 
because they allow mem¬ 
bers to showcase the tal¬ 
ents that they have spent 
hours perfecting. 

Although finding new 
members to get involved 
in a fire department is a 
major issue, it is even more 
important to keep existing 
members onboard.

that volunteers save cities

unteer firefighters should 
see some of those savings 
invested in tools and train¬ 
ing that will allow them to 
perform their jobs safely 
and effectively. 

Firefighting is a danger¬ 
ous job whether you're a 
volunteer or career fire¬ 
fighter, and it's hard to get 
people to risk their lives for 
no monetary compensa- 

Volunteer firefighting 
involves a large time com¬ 
mitment; volunteers typi¬ 
cally must train for at least 
one night a week for three 
to four hours. 

In addition, if those fire¬ 
fighters are involved in 
specialty response teams 
this requires additional 
time and training. Also, 
calls can come at any time, 
requiring volunteers to 


drop whatever they are 
doing and respond, and 
often be gone for hours at 

There's no volunteer 
who can't recount having 
to leave a Thanksgiving 
dinner, a Christmas morn¬ 
ing, or a loved one's birth¬ 
day for a call. 

Many volunteers have 
families and full-time jobs. 
A volunteer's dedication to 
the department requires 
not only that member's 
commitment but also the 
commitment of family. 

Volunteer firefighting is 
destined to become a thing 
of the past if chiefs don't 
recognize these issues and 
adopt proactive approach¬ 
es for dealing with them. 

Communities across the 
country need to find cre¬ 
ative ways to support and 
maintain these critical first 
responders.

Local air cadets were over¬ 
whelmed with the generous 
community support during 
their recent bottle drive. 

The semi-annual event has 
become a major fundraiser for 
this organization, and the 
squadron was especially 
thankful for the amazing 
response from individuals and 
businesses in making this such 
a success, says Doris Drewett, 
one of the 809 Squadron orga¬ 
nizers. 

Four truckloads of recycla¬ 
ble bottles and cans were 
turned in for cash, she said. 

The success of the fundrais¬ 


ing event was the result of gen¬ 
erosity and hard work, with 
help from several wineries, 
B&Bs, local businesses, and 
individuals who generously 
gave up their recyclables, while 
cadets, parents, and squadron 
staff worked diligently in col¬ 
lecting, sorting, and returning, 
said Drewett. 

"This team effort reflects a 
true community experience, 
and cadet training programs 
will be the richer for it." 

The squadron relies on the 
fundraiser to cover operating 
costs, including the utility bills 
at the former Virgil firehall, 
where they now meet—they 
held their sessions at the old 
community centre before it 
was closed. 

"That’s a big chunk of 
money we weren’t putting out 
before,” says Drewett. 

Training programs are also 
costly, and last year, the youth 
organization that was for 
decades offered free began 
charging members $50 a year, 
but that still doesn't cover 
costs, she said. 


“When you look at other 
youth organizations, it’s not 
expensive, but it’s unfortunate 
because it was always looked 
at as a free program, accessible 
to everybody. However we 
won’t turn anyone away—the 
squadron would absorb the 
fee if necessary,” said Drewett. 

“But fundraising is essen¬ 
tial. Without our two annual 
bottle drives I don’t know that 
we’d be able to function.” 

The squadron also receives 
financial support from the 
Royal Canadian Legion and 
from NOTL Firefighters, says 
Drewett. 

The NOTL Skating Club will 
be holding their first bottle 
drive Oct. 15, and the squad¬ 
ron will support them by 
donating space at their head¬ 
quarters at the former Virgil 
firehall for this event. 

“All youth organizations are 
in the same boat,” says 
Drewett—they rely on fund¬ 
raising for their various activi¬ 
ties, and the squadron is happy 
to be able to offer its support 
to others in the community.

The experts at organiz¬ 
ing activities for youth will 
be offering a Friday night 
program at the new com¬ 
munity centre. 

The Boys and Girls Club, 
headquartered in Niagara 
Falls, currently offers two 
evenings of programing at 
Parliament Oak School, as it 
has for about eight years. 

But the activities take 
place in the gym and are 
mainly physical games, says 
program co-ordinator Ray 
Wallace. 

At the Anderson Lane 
community centre, the club, 
led by people with post-sec¬ 
ondary degrees in relevant- 
fields, such as teachers and 
early childhood educators, 
will be able to offer a wider 
variety of activities making 
use of the youth and games 
rooms, in addition to the 
main auditorium. 


"We're really, really excit¬ 
ed for the kids," said 
Wallace. 

"It's a fantastic space, 
really well laid-out, that will 
offer a number of opportu¬ 
nities for activities within 
one location." 

The Town is offering the 
space rent-free, inviting the 
experts in youth activities to 
run supervised programs to 
the boys and girls of NOTL, 
aged six to 12, at no cost to 
the town. 

"It's a win-win situation, 
an excellent partnership 
that works for both of us," 
said Wallace. "The audito¬ 
rium and youth room really 
compliment our program." 

The activities can include 
the computer lab in the 
youth room, a foozball 
table, the pool tables in the 
games room, and Wii 

"We can offer a much 
broader range of programs 
to include those kids who 
aren't necessarily interested 
in the physical activities we 
do in die school gym," said 
Wallace. 

The Boys and Girls Club 
will continue to offer activi¬ 
ties at Parliament Oak 
Tuesday evenings, 6:30 to 8 
p.m., but will move its 
Friday sessions to the com¬ 
munity centre, scheduled 
for the same time slot, 
beginning Oct. 14.

night, and although the 
Boys and Girls Club has a 
one-to-15 adult/child ratio, 
it usually runs at a one-10 
ratio, said Wallace. 

The cost is $5 for the 
year, and includes transpor¬ 
tation which is available if 
necessary. Some kids are 
transported by their par¬ 
ents, but they can call and 
ask to be picked up and a 
bus will swing by to take 


them to Parliament Oak, or 
to the community centre 
when that program starts 
up.
